* This vision is inspiring and provides hope to the field.

* At the same time, things have never been harder for families and people
working in child care programs. And it’s going to get worse hefore it gets
better, with ARPA child care stabilization grants ending next month.

* Families and early childhood educators are in desperate need of immediate
relief. We cannot wait another two, four, or ten years for a comprehensive
